The two progressives most at risk 
of being upset are Tooker Gomb- 
erg in Ward 4and Sherry McKibben 
in Ward 3. Gomberg's green plat- 
form plays well in yuppie 
Strathcona and Riverdale, but fails 
to excite enthusiasm among the 
inmer city’s working poor, for whom 
garbage levies are just another re- 
gressive tax. Gomberg seems to 
subscribe to the Saddam Hussein 
philosophy that it's better to go 
down to glorious defeat than to 
accept a shabby compromise, and 
in the process has managed to al- 
ienate plenty of potential 
supporters.

With most if not all the current 
incumbents planning to run again, 
there's not much room for new 
blood. The only spots where a pro- 
gressive could unseat an incumbent 
are in Ward 1 and Ward 4.

St. Albert in an uproar over commuter link

A city that prides itself on being 
an environmental! leader is in 
danger of losing its 
tation 

The City of St. Albert intends to 
build a freeway, named the West- 


enviable repu 


ern Bypass, right alongside Big 
Lake. it will start our as a two-lane 
road but over time is expected to 


grow to a four-lane and then six 
lane commuter link 

The lake is nestled on the south 
west boundary of Sc. Albert and the 
northwest boundary of Edmonton 
Opponents say the lake and its adja- 
cent wetlands are an important 
Staging area for migratory birds and 





nesting habitat for many other birds 

“We've got one of the most beau- 
tiful sites any city could wish for ,” 
says concerned resident Elke 
Blodgett. “It would be great for Eco- 
tourism,-for just enjoying nature and 
showing your children what life is all 
about away from the city 

“God-made lake, that is the one 
we're trying to destroy and instead 
we're building little man-made 
lakes in every development area. I 
just simply can’t understand the 
thinking of this city.” 

In 1991, the city spent $100,000 
preparing plans for the road 
They've budgeted another $80,000 
this year for an environmental im- 
pact assessment and for public 
consultation, which is now under- 
way. Alberta Transportation picks 
up 75 percent of the expenditures 

Critics say both the plans and the 
process are flawed 

“I honestly think that when the 
report was written it was a kind of 
80s type of thinking and { think we 
have to be in tune with how people 
are thinking now,” says St. Albert 
alderman Carol Watamaniuk. “The 
very clear message that I get now is 
that people just don’t stand for this 
anymore. People don’t want a spe- 
cial environment disturbed.” 

Others charge that the city and 


its consultants may be trying to 
manipulate public opinion. The Big 
Lake Environment Support Society 
(BLESS) claims a poll the city con- 
ducted regarding the bypass was 
biased in favor of the project. The

Neither 
were impacts to the river, which it 
will bridge, or to waterfowl, vege- 
} tation, environmental recreation or 
education. These are the real is- 
sues, according to BLESS. 

The majority of Big Lake is sur- 
rounded by private lands, and the 
only real access naturalists have to 
the lake will be intruded upon by 
the road 

“So now if you want to take your 
family or a school class down to do 
alittle bird watching or watch geese 
fighting for territory in the spring 
there's very, very few places you 
can go,” says BLESS spokesman Bob 
Lane. 

“The one place we had hoped 
and continue to hope will be set 
aside for that kind of access is this 
very part of the lake,” he adds. 

However, the city claims the road 
is a necessity to avoid the conges- 
tion that will come with the 
inevitable population growth. St. 
Albert has about 44,000 people but 
expects to hit 70,000 by the year 
2010. Besides, says city engineer 
Dwayne Kalynchuk, this is not the 
purist of environmental issues. 

“You have to keep in mind we're 
going through a sewage lagoon, 
old landfill sites, and across agri- 
cultural lands so it’s not that it’s 
going through an environmentally 
sensitive area,” says Kalynchuk. 
“Certainly there’s an impact from 
this on (the wetlands) and that’s

what we're going to look at. but 
you have to realistically look at the 
areas we're going through.” 

Others disagree, including pro- 
vincial Fish and Wildlife biologist 
John Follinsbee. He described Big 
Laké this way. 


Best wetland 


“It's very valuable. Within the 
immediate area of Edmonton it's 
probably the best wetland ... (and) 
as far as wetlands go it’s highly 
productive,” says Follinsbee. Liter- 
ally, tens of thousands of birds 
reside at or stop off at the lake 
annually — from Franklin's Gulls 
to swans. It's difficult to determine 
what impact the road or its con- 
struction will have. 

When pressed for a position on 
the project Follinsbee stood up to 
be counted. 

“If there were an alternative that 
would avoid Big Lake I think that 
would be my vote,” he says tenta- 
tively. Whether the road should be 
built from a biological point of view, 
I would say its impact is going to be 
negative on Big Lake and therefore 
I would prefer that it not be built.”

proposed bypass is rich in archaeo- 
logical sites. Nine sites have been 
identified, some dating back 5,000 
years. The bypass would disturb 
two and destroy two others. 

The bypass appears to be creat- 
ing a fair amount of controversy in 
the community, with some talk of it 
even becoming a municipal elec- 
tion issue this fall.

This attitude is not revolution- 
ary coming from “a self-described 
semi-retired prostitute and award- 
winning writer,” and it is from 
Roscoe’s own transient experi- 
ence that he attains insight into 
love and alienation. 

Roscoe creates a surreal adven- 
ture by giving us Richard's history 
through Richard's contemplations 
and extended dream sequences. 
The dreams are layered so that Ri- 
chard wakes up into another dream, 
and the reader must work to figure 
out whatis reality, what is memory, 
and what is a dream. Atsome points 
the layering becomes tiresome, but 
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| can find peace.

Roscoe mostly maintains good fo- 
cus and closely links the surreal 
bits to the narrative. This leaves the 
impression that Richard is a man 
who, who is breaking down emo 
tionally, while he searches for a 
father who was as absent in the past 
as he is in the present. 

Roscoe's attention to detail is 
another strength of this novel 
He gives a sense of childhood 
alienation as he reveals a generic 
home that is a composite of all 
the hotels that Richard stayed in 
as a child, trying to make a home 
for a week or two, but cannot 
differentiate. 

At the same time Roscoe de- 
scribes Morocco with a clarity and 
vividness, allowing the reader to 
understand the hypnotic force of 
Africa that draws Richard into his 
dreams of confrontation with his 
past. 

The descriptions of the dark 
streets of the Quartier Portugals in 
el Jadida, and the strain of Rich- 
ard’s difficult journey through the 
desert, flavor the book with the 
mystique of Africa. 

His imagination and ability to 
create pain and tenderness with 
his prose makes Tbe Lost Oasis well 
worth reading, and in the end 
Roscoe leaves us with the hope that 
everyone with a troubled history

Lustful moments 


But for those who can't get 
enough of seeing a sexually inhib- 
ited woman come to terms with her 
unexpressed passion and erupt like 
a bag of microwave popcorn in lust- 
ful moments of heat, then Canadian 
director Patricia Rozema’s latest 
film, When Night Is Falling, will be 
a welcome diversion from Tinsel- 
town fare 

Our heroine is Camille, played 
by Quebec actress Pascale Bus- 
sieres. Camille is a theologian at a 
protestant college and is engaged 
to be married to Martin, a fellow 
academic and the man with whom 
she has been having premarital sex 
The role of Martin is portrayed by 
Henry Czerny, the actor who gave 
a chilling performance as a paedo- 
phile in the CBC miniseries Boys 
of St. Vincent 

The turning point in Camille's life 
is the morning when she finds her 
dead dog in a back alley. She picks 
it up, takes it home and puts it in 
her fridge. Grief-stricken, she makes 
her way to a laundromat, where she 
meets Petra, (actress Rachael Craw- 
ford of E.N.G. fame), a beautiful 
strong-willed circus performer 






















Camille's life is changed by the 
chance meeting and a deep bond is 
formed between the two opposites. 
But the blossoming love is over- 
shadowed by Camille's feelings for 
Martin. 

The chemistry invisibly swirling 
between the two actresses is explo- 
sive. The sex scenes fill the screen 
with fire. Each one is a pleasing 
depiction of two beautiful bodies 
melding 

“This movie started out as a dark 
little tale,” Rozema confessed ftom 
her studio apartment in Toronto. 
“It was much more surrealistic. But 
this version was the one | could get 
money for and I thought it was a 
good balance between being com- 
mercial and being a personal 
adventure.” 

When Night Is Falling was a con- 
stant juggling act for Rozema. As 
the screenplay writer, she strived

to find a balance between the in- 
tensity of her vision and the humor 
in life. As a director, she balanced 
the contrasts — the brick and the 
hardwood of the college and the 
eccentricity of the circus (especial- 
ly in one steamy love scene). 

Rozema, best known for her film 
I've Heard the Mermaids Singing 
(she also worked as an assistant 
director on David Cronenberg's 
remake of The Fly), claims to be a 
perfectionist, and it shows. Literal- 
ly every frame of her newest feature 
film is a potential photograph to be 
hung on a wall. The painstaking 
detail given to composition took six 
weeks of pre-production before 
Rozema got the results she wanted. 
Actual shooting of the film took a 
mere 30 days. 

“I am very pleased with the ac- 
tresses we chose for the parts,” 
Rozema admits. 

“During their first meeting, they 
both came up to me separately and 
would look over the other and 
whisper ‘She's so beautiful!’ I knew 
that was a good sign.” 


Sensuality 


After going through over a hun- 
dred auditions in both New York 
and Toronto, Rozema hand-picked 
Bussieres because of the grace and 
pose she brought to the character 
of Camille, a role originally de- 
signed for an older woman. And it 
was Crawford's sensuality and vul- 
nerability which stood out and was 
essential for the portrayal of Petra. 
“We're so trained by Hollywood 
movies that they give us comfort. 
And once you move away from the 
classic themes, people start to get 
uncomfortable and question your 
work,” she said. 
“It’s always the oddness of reali- 
ty people are confused by. I love 


movie holds a piece of Rozema's 
existing personality. The precision 
of the filming is what she feels she 
lacks personally and wishes she 
could have. 

Rozema feels this was the film she 
has been working towards since she 
began directing, but she was afraid 
to put her ideas into motion. 

“I've had this film within me for 
years, but I always felt the timing 
was never right. For the longest 
time, I convinced myself that | 
wasn't ready as a director and then 
I thought maybe a film like this 
wouldn't be commercially accepta- 
ble. Then I realized all of these 
reasons were based out of my own 
fears and I made the conscious 
decision to succumb to my fears and 
to do what I felt was right.” 

Rozema sees When Night Is Fall- 
ing as a classic romance which gave 
her the opportunity to challenge 
her psyche and to advance as a di- 
rector. She also sees herself as 
taking baby steps towards master- 
ing her craft. Regardless of the fact 
that she has already made four films 
(Passion: A Letter in 16mm, I've 
Heard the Mermaids Singing, White 
Room, Desperanto), one gets the | 
feeling that Rozema looks back at 
her past efforts as being relatively 
immature. = 

“I'm just beginning to find my 
voice. There is so much more I want 
to explore and to expose. The best 
is yet to come.”

Crimson Tide begins with a fictional CNN 
report detailing the takeover of Russian 
military bases by rebel forces in late 
1994. Nuclear weapons are now in the 
hands of an unstable, hot-headed Russky 
dictator. Enter the heroes: a gruff, no- 
nonsense American submarine captain 
and his handsome, idealistic executive 
officer. Bet you can guess the plot. Bet 
you're wrong. 

The plot is about a submarine crew 
during an international crisis — but the 
Russians aren't portrayed as an enemy 
(Actually, apart from a couple of news 
reports, the Russians aren’t really por- 
trayed at all.) Instead, it is about the 
personal and political conflict between 
Captain Ramsey (Gene Hackman) and 
Lt. Commander Hunter (Denzel Wash- 
ington) 

The situation goes like this: the sub 
(the Alabama) receives orders to stage a 
pre-emptive nuclear strike against the 
military base held by the rebel Russians. 
Soon afterwards, they receive a second 
message that gets cut off by an attack by 
a rebel sub, a message that could con- 
firm their previous order — or counter- 
mand it. The more time they waste, the 
more chance the rebels have of launch- 
ing missiles against U.S. cities. 

Ramsey wants to launch the missiles. 
Hunter wants to fix the radio to get that 
transmission. Both end up fighting each 
other for control of the sub. It’s the 
Kirk/Picard debate all over again. Which 
is the real man? Who gets control of the 
giant submersible phallus? 

Yes, Crimson Tide is a movie for 
technophiles and technofascists. There's 
a huge emphasis on realism, with genu- 
ine-sounding naval terms bandied back 
and forth by soldiers using lots of cool 
equipment. It’s definitely a movie for 
guys who didn’t date much as a kid. 

But there’s more to it than that. Hon- 
est. Unlike, say, The Hunt for Red Octo- 
ber, you get the feeling that the political 
situation in Crimson Tide really could 
happen — and in this year, no less. Ex- 
tremist factions in the ex-U.S.S.R. do 
have an excellent chance of acquiring 
nuclear capability, and as Ramsey says, 
they might not always act in their best 
interests. In this sense, the authenticity 
is a boon: you forget this is just a fic- 
tional 1994, and begin to worry about 
that family you left at home. 

And then there's also the chemistry 
between Washington and Hackman, two 
actors who are probably getting tired of 
being told how good they are. Seeing 
the two together talking about “Lizzaner” 
stallions is one of Crimson's highlights

You also rarely see one or the other 
as the requisite “bad guy.” Sometimes 
Ramsey's command style seems like the 
way to go, with Hunter the wussy, 
Harvard-educated waffler. At other times 
Hunter personfies command and respect, 
and Ramsey acts like a paranoiac kill- 
crazy Dr. Strangelove fascist. Both know 
their own and each other’s weaknesses. 

It’s nottike Crimson Tide is some deep 
philosophical exploration of the con- 
cept of command (it is, after all, di- 
rected by the same guy who did Top 
Gun). It’s still basically a movie about a 
submarine. But there is a welcome shift 
away from the “better dead than (fill in 
the blank with some nationality that’s 
pissing off the U.S.)” mentality. 

Early in the movie, Ramsey is nee- 
dling Hunter about his seemingly wishy- 
washy stance. “All right then, Mr.

THE ENGLISHMAN WHO 
WENT UP A HILL AND CAME 
DOWN A MOUNTAIN

Don't believe the movie posters adver- 
tising this movie. They lie. It is not a 
period romance between Hugh Grant 
and Tara Fitzgerald, in which a couple 
whom destiny has brought together fall 
in love during the tragic, romantic mad- 
ness that is World War |. Okay, so they 
do fall in love, and maybe The Englishman 
Who Went Up A Hill and Came Down A 
Mountain really does take place in 1917, 
but the story is set entirely in Wales, 
about as far away from battle as you can 
imagine. 

Hugh Grant plays the younger of two 
English cartographers who have come 
to a smail Welsh town to survey the 
local terrain. The town lies at the foot 
of a mountain with one of those un- 
pronounceable Welsh names that end 
in “ooh.”

“Weapons Control, nuke them Godless Russkies — ! mean, initiate police action.” 


Unfortunately, a “mountain” must be 
at least 1,000 feet high — and the sur- 
vey of Mount Something-or-other-ooh 
reveals it to be 984 feet. This means it 
will be listed on English maps as a hill, 
and Welsh feelings towards the English 
are akin to French Canadian feelings 
towards English Canada. With typical 
rural stubbornness, the villagers, at the 
instigation of innkeeper Morgan the Goat 
(Colm Meany), decide they have only 
one option: to add a | 2-foot pile of dirt 
to Mumbleumble-ooh’s summit. 

The romance is only a sub-plot. The 
real star is Meany, whose Mogran works 
frantically to hide the villagers’ plan from 
the Englishmen and to keep them from 
leaving before the mound is finished, In 
fact, the whole story is really about the 
town and the sacrifices a really well-knit 
community will go through to protect 
its heritage and its honor. 

Everyone, for example, works from 
dawn till dusk on the digging and piling. 
They give up two pounds of heavily ra- 
tioned sugar to sabotage the English- 
men’s car. The children are taken out of 
school. The story is constructed in a 
fashion such that each of the villagers, 
despite the fact that they’re really just 
archetypes, comes across as distinct char- 
acters that really belong together, and 
would give up anything for the good of 
the community. 








The acting is universally good, though 
Grant doesn’t really get the chance to 
develop his character beyond the neu- 
rotic charmer of Four Weddings and o 
Funeral. (He does, however, give hope 
to the skinny, stuttering, nervous klutzes 
of the world that they too might be- 
come sex symbols.) As mentioned, Meany 
is a standout; you temporarily forget 
about his current stint as Mr. Fix-it on 
Deep Sixed Space. 

The scenery is lush and green, and 
the film takes every advantage it can 
with the beautiful countryside — which 
is itselfa character in its own right. 

At times, the placidity seems to drag 
the movie down, and you find yourself 
getting tired of the-colorful-but-still-twox 
dimensional characters. The heavy Welst* 
accents don’t help much either; it’s of- 
ten difficult to tell exactly what is being 
said, which is really irritating when you 
realize that a farmer has just made a 
lewd remark, People raised on Holly- 
wood's feel-good movies may find this 
one dull. 

The Englishman Who Went Up A Hill 
and Came Down A Mountain makes a 
good date movie. It’s not for everyone, 
and it isn’t as good as Four Weldings and 
a Funhouse, but by gum, | went into it in 
a sour mood and came out wanting to 
be Welsh.

Jenkins’s point is well taken. Not 
once did the MLA from Red Deer 
complain about the number of 
times Steinbeck used the word “nig- 
ger” in Of Mice and Men, an 
objectional word if I ever heard 
one. The Tories were making vague 
policy statements about communi- 
ty standards, which seemed to 
hinge on what ever offended them 
personally. 

“It made me sick, because the guy 
admitted that he didn’t even read 
the book! Any other province, you 
would have been crucified by mak- 
ing such statements. But, here it 
doesn’t matter.” 

But Jenkins also has problems 
with the opposite end of the spec- 
trum: artists who take government 
money and spend it without any 
sense of accountability. 

“I'm not saying if you get grant 
money, you should bow to govern- 
ment agenda,” he said. 

“But you should use the money 
to do what it was that you said you 
do. There's a gay performance art-

of government funds and his whole 
act consists of him outing promi- 
nent homosexuals.’ 

I suck a breath through gritted 
teeth. Suppose this artist was an 
unwitting tool for the government 
by exposing homosexuals? It’s true 
We are our own worst enemies 

“If you're taking money in good 
faith, you should use it for the 
purpose that you stated. Take this 
show for example: I pitched the 
whole idea of Woof, Woof, Woof, to 
the suits at Community Develop- 
ment. People said I was crazy, that 
I wouldn't get a nickel. But I got 
the money. The show will go on. 
And the money will be circulated.” 

The $10,000 given to make his 
vision a reality is a drop in the 
bucket compared to the $300 mil- 
lion the Klein/Getty regime gave 
Mitsubishi to turn our boreal for- 
est into a marine haircut. But, you 
can bet sheckels to bagels that Ted 
Byfield and Stockwell Day are only 
going to gripe about the money 
Jenkins got. 


“Art is like a small business,” 
Jenkins added. “The money goes 
straight back into the people and 
the resources. The work that we do 
fosters culture. It brings people 
down here. If Brian Paisley hadn't 
been given funding to make the 
Fringe festival what it is today, the 
merchants, and the landlords along 
Whyte Avenue wouldn't be as rich 
as they are today.” 

That's still minor comfort for art- 
ists, however 

“I mean, I'm a fucking taxpayer,” 
said Jenkins. “I support the govern- 
ment. There is a misconception 
amongst our critics that money for 
the arts gets sucked into a black 
hole, never to be seen again. The 
myth that they've created is that the 
money goes to buying dope, or sex 
toys, or Winnebagos. I just don’t 
understand their whining. I’m tired 
of people in power telling us that 
artists have no value. I don’t want 
to get into any analogies about fas- 
cism in describing this situation.” 

I assured Jenkins to leave that to 
me: I'll take care of that!

Drawings emphasize personality

A new exhibition of drawings 
produced during an interna- 
tional workshop in Italy is currently 
on show at Latitude 53 Gallery until 
June 16 

The workshop, entitled the Fon- 
dazione Antonio Ratti Seminar for 
Advanced Studies in Drawing, is 
held annually in the Salon St. Franc- 
esco, Lake Como, Italy. 

This selection of 30-plus works 
by workshop participants was cu- 
rated and organized by local 
painters David LaRiviere and Cam 
MacEachran. 


Formative stages 


The drawings in the show were 
primarily made during the 1994 
workshop which LaRiviere and 
MacEachran both attended, and 
while the names may not be famil- 
iar — most of the artists are in the 
formative stages of their careers — 
the art is quite good overall and 
definitely worth a look. 

You might expect that a group 
exhibition of mostly European art 
would provide a snapshot over- 
view of hot contemporary trends, 
but this doesn’t seem to be the 
case here. 

Perhaps it has to do with the 
show's focus on the more informal 
genre of drawing such that trendi- 
ness isn’t so much of an issue. 

Drawing as an art form is often 
seen as a secondary activity, a pre- 
‘paratory stage 


in the more 


Like a private letter to a friend, 
drawings often reveal a more per- 
sonal and authentic side of an 
artist's personality, and in art, au- 
thenticity counts for a lot. 

One superficial piece of informa- 
tion to be gleaned from looking at 
the Latitude exhibition is that tra- 
ditional representation appears to 
have been pretty much been put 
on the back burner among young- 
er artists, and this is a shame. Who 
says you can't draw like Rubens 
anymore? 

Still, references to the natural 
world abound in New World Dis- 
egno, and the human figure shows 
up as a Starting point in many of 
the artist's works, although it 
sometimes takes a bit of looking 


| to find it. 


For example, it wasn’t until I 
took a second loop around the ex- 
hibition that I noticed that a small 
abstract chalk and ink drawing by 
Eva Nieto Carcia of Spain was actu- 
ally a crouching figure. 

Seen either way, Carcia’s draw- 
ing was fresh and energetic and 
curiously enough, part of its phys- 
ical immediacy had to do with the 
casual way that the paper had been 
cut at the bottom. 


Oblique angle 


Sliced at an oblique angle, the 
cut drew attention to the paper 
sheet as a physical surface and this 
added to the material presence of 
the drawing. 

Perhaps Europeans have a differ- 
ent idea of geometry, because | 
noticed several works in the show 
with off-square perimeters. A larg- 
er work by Patrizia Girardi of Italy 
also had an irregular cut and again

Somehow, the odd shaping add- 
ed an organizing element of 
geometry without which the work 
may have looked overly organic and 
formless. 


Womb-like image 


There were several examples of 
very large drawings in the show, 
and one — a six-foot high work by 
Italy's Idi Adami — was impressive 
not only for its ambitious scale, but 
for the way that the scale fit with 
the simple monumentality of the 
composition which suggested a sort 
of vague, womb-like image. 

With its softly scumbled charcoal 
and drifting red ochre tones, the 
drawing had a transparency that on 
such a large scale created a sensa- 
tion of warm, soft luminosity. 

At the other end of the spec- 
trum, a small brush drawing on 
brown paper by Guadalupe 
Dominguez from Spain was little 
more than a vertical line of black 
ink that still managed to artfully 
suggest the contours of a stand- 
ing figure. 

Casualness and immediacy 
seemed to characterize most of the 
works in the show. However, it was 
interesting to note that this was less 
the case with two of the Edmonton 
artists in the exhibition. 

Co-organizer David LaRiviere is 
best known here for his loosely. 
painted large-scale oil paintings, 
but the drawings in the Disegno 
exhibition — two surrealist-look- 
ing works with references to 
skeletal structures and internal 
organs — seemed very tight and 
controlled when compared to the 
work of his European peers. 
Similarly, Grieg Rasmussen's 


regime. In the play, the actors were 
banned from England for re-enact- 
ing the production, which ridiculed 
a corrupt bureaucracy. 

This production stars Michael 
Burgess as rogue ringleader and 
lusty raconteur Macheath. Susan 
Gilmour plays his pale paramour, 
and Mary Lou Fallis is the weighty 
Polly Peachum married to 
Macheath. The chemistry sparkles 
with deft bitchy wit in duets be-

Where it loses momentum is in 
the characterization of Burgess as 
Macheath. He nonchalantly goes 
about his portrayal, and as boss hog 
of the rogues, he is passionless. His 
singing is up to snuff, but as a pro- 
tagonist of the piece, he is riddled 
with gaps. 

Smaller but memorable roles, 
played by Elizabeth Stepkowski and 
William Webster as Polly’s parents, 
are more finely tuned. Steven Sut- 
cliffe as the maverick Filch hams it 
up with sly humor. 


Scripted ad libs 


Phillips’s direction has trademark 
affections one has grown accus- 
tomed to after watching his many 
other productions. His scripted ad 
libs at the local government and 
media go noticed. His calculated 
moves of whimsy and the unexpect- 
ed are perfunctory, yet clever. 

When action, dialogue or sing- 
ing seem to drag at points, Phillips 
snaps us to attention in several 
impressive moves. In particular,

scene. Even the loss of one of the 
band’s founding members can't 
take the steam out of them. 

They've returned with their re- 
cently-released, self-titled fourth 
album. Their latest tour sees them 
debut ex-Exploited guitarist Fraser 
Rosetti, who replaces Pere Fume, 
who decided to call it quits with 
the group. 

Bassist Al Baculis found some 
spare change in his pocket at a 
prairie truck stop somewhere in 
between Winnipeg and Regina on 
the Trans-Canada. What did he do 
with those coins? He put him in a 
pay phone just so he could see 
exactly what was up with the band. 

He said while the band (himself, 
Rosetti, guitarist Sonny Greenwich 
Je, drummer John Lalley and vo- 
calist Drew Ling) has gone through 
some serious changes, it’s the same 
song of everything old is new again. 


“I'd say every time we put out a 
new album it’s a new beginning for 
the band.” 

The band and Fume split on good 
terms. Fume had dropped out of 
the band much earlier than an- 
nounced, but both he and 
Bootsauce agreed to keep it a se- 
cret so it wouldn't cause industry 
ing the recording 


" “It wouldn’t have been amicable 
if we would have kept it going any 
longer,” said Baculis. “The new guy 
is working out not bad. He’s the way 
we like — not like we've had in the 
past. It's nice to work with someone 
who has their shit together.” 

The new album was recorded just 
outside London with the assistance 


of John Fryer (Pop Will Eat Itself, 
Nitzer Ebb, Nine Inch Nails). It was 
the first time the band had record- 
ed outside North America. 

“Tt was a great experience,” said 
Baculis. “We'd record for a while 
and then we could go out for a walk 
in the sheep in the field or go out 
to the pub for a pint of Guinness 
We had done almost all of our oth- 
er recording in New York. And Long 
Island is the shithole of all the 
United States. People really pick up 
the redneck attitude out there. In 
London, you don't have to watch 
out for people carrying guns." 

The band plans to move to Eng- 
land for a few months after the 
Canadian tour is finished to give 
the new record a push on the other 
side of the pond. 

“Europeans are certainly more 
open. They’re not so much into the 
hype and video of North America 
Top 40 doesn't fuck with them too 
much. And England, we feel, has a 
shortage of good live bands.” 

He added Canada has seen a great 
deal of musical growth in the years 
the band has been together. But 
bands must still reach outward. 

“Canada is too small a market to 
base your entire career on. Look at 
me. I’m in a phone booth between

Winnipeg and Regina trying to pro- 
mote ourselves. It’s just such a big 
place with a lot of distance to cover 
and not a lot of people.” 
Bootsauce are known for their 
raucous stage antics and Ling’s 
weird costumes. He's even been

Stage mania 


But Baculis said the band has had 
to temper the stage mania during 
this sojourn 

“We're playing a lot of the old 
stuff, but we also play a lot of our 
new stuff. And for some reason, | 
still find our new stuff hard to play. 
It’s hard to be playing around on- 
stage when you're playing 
something that difficult. We want 
people to come and hear a good, 
tight band that can play.” 

While most self-titled albums are 
debuts, Baculis said fans shouldn't 
read any clean-slate message out of 
the band’s decision to self-title their 
fourth album 

“We were coming up on the re- 
lease date and we couldn't think of 
a title. The name Bootsauce is in- 
teresting enough, even though 
Canadians might be bored as fuck 
with it by now. But, so what?” © 
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with Polygram. 

Today, the band have just em- 
barked on their first ever 
cross-Canada tour, have the video 
for their first single, “Circles,” in 
heavy rotation on MuchMusic, and 
are riding the wave of hype sur- 
rounding their first album, Letters 
from Chutney. 

Lead singer Scott Anderson ad- 
mitted in a telephone interview 
from Vernon, B.C. that things might 
be going just a bit too fast for him.

Anderson explained it was Black 
who came up with the name, at 
work on a school assignment re- 
garding mandrills, primates known 
for their bright facial coloration and 
their (ahem) rosy cheeks. 

“He asked us ‘what are those 
rainbow butt monkeys — led, 
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ay ibe is the everlasting thing.” 
So declares the curly-haired 
guitarist and rock 'n’ roll philoso 
pher of one of Edmonton's 
hardest-working and funkiest 
bands, Rameses. 

“And that’s what we're trying to 
capture through our music,” con- 
tinues Jackson during a rushed 
30-minute interview at the band’s 
reguiar hang-out, Cafe Le Gare 

“That is the goal. Not to play rock 
n’ roll music. Not to play classics 
Not to play country. Not to play any 
of these things. It's just to make eve 
ryone's hair stand up on end.”

Some of those problems were 
financial. Others were band mem- 
bers that no longer fit the Rameses’ 
vibe 

“We've outgrown some of the 
players in the band and that's why 
they've gone,” Jackson explains 

“They haven't gone because of 
malice or ill-intent. That's what it 
looks like from the outside — but 
what it really is, is the band has 
outgrown those players.” 


‘Outgrown’ players 


Jackson says the three “out- 
grown” players — including the 
band’s namesake Mark Ramsey — 
all ended up leaving on their own 
terms 

‘The way the band was going 
didn’t suit their personal vision of 
themselves. Therefore they had to 
go. And it wasn't us saying ‘go.’ It 
was just like ‘I have to go now 
His voice-trails off 

Despite the internal problems, 
both Jackson and Wilson say the 
Rameses is much stronger now hav- 
ing gone through them 

“We recorded the album a cer- 
tain time ago and we wanted it out 
a certain time ago and it didn’t 
happen that way,” says Wilson, as 
he manages to interrupt his band- 
mate and spout off a few 
philosophical words of his own

In the case of Rameses, the six- 
man band is also a lot more — 
surprise! — spiritual. In fact, the 
tide of the album is a Zen-Buddhist 
term for self-realization. 

“And that is what the band has 
finally done,” spouts Jackson. “It's 
self-realized its initial goal — which 
was to release this album. It’s tak- 
en us a long time and we went 
through a lot of changes and prob- 
lems to overcome.” 

Some of those other changes in- 
clude making the transition from 
performing cover tunes by artists 
such as Stevie Wonder and James 
Brown — to writing their own orig- 
inal music. Wilson, the band's lead 
singer, says the transition wasn't too 
hard to make 


High-energy show 


“Not as hard as the general pub- 
lic would have us believe 
because we still have the same kind 
of high-energy show and the type 
of music that we're writing is influ- 
enced by the covers we were 
doing,” he says. 

Jackson doesn't see it quite the 
same way. He says the band never 
really went through any musical 
transitions. Then why did the band 
change its name from Ramsey’s Soul 
Revival to the more Egyptian-influ- 
enced Rameses? 

“It was because of the media stig- 
ma about cover bands and original 
bands. We said, ‘well, Ramsey’s 
Soul Revival we like, but Rameses 
is something we're going to have 
to change it to. Let’s make an effort 
to distinguish for the media’s own 










personal benefit between Ramsey's 
Soul Revival, cover band — and 
Rameses, original band,’” Jackson 
tries to explain. 

“But the vibe is all the same. The 
band has not changed... the band 
has always tried to be an original 
band. That’s what satori means. 
Now that satori has been achieved, 
we're self-realized.”

WHITE ZOMBIE 
Astro-Creep 2000 


(DGC) 


The jury is still out on White Zombie, 
whose first album, El Sexorcisto, (con- 
taining the single “Thundekiss '65") es- 
tablished them as serious contenders 
for the title of current reigning kings of 
Trash Rock. With its unrepentant focus 
on sleaze, both musical and visual, White 
Zombie (and about a million flies) bolted 
out of the gate, looking back for noth- 
ing, except possibly any buttons or 
patches that may have fallen off their 
impossible high-end thrift shop threads 
(chough there’s something ironic about 
the contrast between the band's sleazy, 
decadent, no tomorrow image and them 
in the morning before a photo shoot — 
“Say, how do you think these look to- 
gether?”). 

Although Astro-Creep 2000 is yet an- 
other showcase for White Zombie's 
unyielding approach to songwriting, the 
album takes a detectable swing towards 
a more industrial direction. The band's 
usual buzzsaw guitar assault shares cen- 
tre stage on more than a few occasions 
with computerized synthesizer parts and 
danceable drum programming (Some still 
argue as to where the line should be 
drawn between so-called industrial and 
just plain disco by any other name.). As 
a result, Astro-Creep 2000 lacks the ga- 
rage band feel that brought White Zom- 
bie to prominence (or at least, from 
obscurity), but scores a success anyway, 
coming even closer to the hard-edged, 
warped musical target they've been aim- 
ing for. A good soundtrack for a drive- 
by shooting, a convenience store rob- 
bery spree or a quiet night spent at 
home bugging out on speed, just for 
three. You'll think of your own ways to

MARIANNE FAITHFULL 
A Secret Life 
(Polygram) 


If you like your angst served cold, moody, 
and/or furtive, make a jug of martinis 
for this one. It opens with Faithfull quot- 
ing from Dante's Divine Comedy, and 
closes with a succinct quote from Shake- 
speare’s Tempest. Marianne, court jester 
to Eurotrash, recounts tales of frustra- 
tion in holding onto men as broken as 
her dreams — as in the most bitter- 
sweet and melodic cut, “She” — a theme 
that runs throughout the disc. Most tell- 
ing is the song “Losing.” Powerful lyrics 
penned by Faithfull reveal the anger many 
of us go through fantasizing and being 
deceived: “When | let my hate pervert 
me, And there’s no more tears for cry- 
ing, Vil just kill you if you hurt me, I'll 
kill you.” Sung in her patented droll 
style, the truisms of the lyrics and melody 
score a bullseye. Three other tunes are 
upbeat and not so dour. The album comes 
across as vestiges of her life, postcarded 
up for examination. The living NDE expe- 
rience has many tales to recount and this 
disc is an affirmation to a lady who has 
cheated death many times. The music was 
totally soundscaped by Angelo 
Badalamenti, the composer who brought 
out Julie Cruise from seedy dives, then 
back again.
